THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SEVERAL  OFFICERS 
OF  THE  TOWN  OF  MERRIMAC 

SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac: 

The  sixty-second  annual  report  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac,  as  a 
summary  for  the  year  1937  is  herewith  presented  for  your  considera¬ 
tion: 


In  1937  as  in  1935  and  1936  the  “pay  as  you  go  policy”  has 
been  strictly  adhered  to  by  the  Selectmen. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  no  special  town  meeting  has  been 
called  to  raise  additional  money  by  taxation,  transfers  being  made 
at  special  town  meetings  from  unexpended  balances  only. 

As  of  January  1,  1938,  the  total  funded  indebtedness  of  the  Town 
of  Merrimac  was  only  $3600.00.  The  temporary  debt  on  January  1, 
1938,  for  money  borrowed  in  anticipation  of  revenue  was  $25,000.00.

From  these  tables  it  can  be  readily  seen  that  even  if  the  Town 
was  obliged  to  take  increased  amounts  of  property  bv  tax  title,  it  was 
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able  nevertheless  to  pay  its  bills  and  reduce  its  debt  $20,400.  in  the 
last  five  years. 

After  the  authorization  of  transfers  in  1937  of  $6,900.00,  to  other 
departments,  there  remained  an  unexpended  balance  of  appropria¬ 
tions  of  $1,488.83  which  with  $2,874.96  in  increased  revenue  over 
estimated  receipts  was  added  to  the  surplus  revenue  or  excess  and 
deficiency  account. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  organized  with  Harold  C.  Lord,  chair¬ 
man,  Fred  T.  Hopkinson,  clerk,  and  Albert  P.  Wadleigh,  and  then 
organized  as  a  Board  of  Health  with  the  same  officers  and  members. 
Selectman  Albert  P.  Wadleigh  was  appointed  Co-ordinator  of  W.P.A. 
or  other  Federal  or  State  Relief  projects  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

The  largest  saving  of  the  year  of  $4,251.95  was  made  by  the 
Welfare  Department  which  is  detailed  in  their  report,  $4,251.29  of 
this  amount  being  part  of  the  $6,900.00  which  was  transferred  for 
the  use  of  other  departments. 

Owing  to  the  increased  unemployment  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  it  was  impossible  to  keep  within  the  Soldiers  Relief  ap¬ 
propriation  it  being  necessary  to  expend  $3,763.38  for  this  purpose, 
the  excess  needed  being  transferred  from  other  available  balances.

The  amounts  received  in  the  Town  of  Merrimac  in  1937  from 
the  Works  Progress  Administration  totalled  over  $60,000.00  for  labor 
pay  rolls  and  over  $3,000.00  for  truck  hire  as  compared  with  the  con¬ 
tribution  by  the  town  of  $5,357.64  for  W.P.A.  purposes. 

The  W.P.A.  work  in  1937  in  Merrimac  is  outlined  by  the  Co¬ 
ordinator  elsewhere  in  the  town  report. 

We  wish  especially  to  express  our  appreciation  to  State  W.P.A. 
Administrator  Lt.  Col.  John  J.  McDonough  and  all  his  associates  in 
the  State  and  district  offices  for  their  cooperation  with  us  and  other 
officials  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  during  the  year. 
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In  1936  the  Federal  Government  contributed  in  Merrimac  on 
W.P.A.  projects  over  $16,500.00  for  materials  and  truck  hire.  Truck 
hire  on  projects  was  paid  by  the  W.P.A.  until  about  the  first  of  April, 
1937,  after  which  date  the  Government  required  that  truck  hire  and 
material  costs  must  be  paid  for  by  the  town.  This  of  course  immed¬ 
iately  increased  the  town  costs  for  truck  hire  to  keep  the  projects 
going.  The  Selectmen  therefore  called  a  special  town  meeting  for  the 
consideration  of  the  purchase  of  a  second  town  truck  for  the  High¬ 
way  Department,  to  be  used  on  W.P.A.  projects  to  reduce  truck  hire 
costs.  The  town  voted  to  authorize  the  purchase  of  a  new  truck.  The 
W.P.A.  officials  then  agreed  to  pay  the  labor  cost  of  a  W.P.A.  truck 
driver  to  the  extent  of  105  hours  a  W.P.A.  month,  the  town  to  fur¬ 
nish  the  extra  truck  hire  to  keep  the  project  in  continuous  operation. 
A  new  Dodge  truck  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $1,187.50.  It  was 
costing  the  town  about  $84.00  a  week  for  truck  hire  before  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  the  new  truck,  since  which  time  the  costs  have  been  reduced 
nearly  fifty  dollars  a  week,  not  including  the  other  purposes  for 
which  the  truck  is  used  by  the  Highway,  Department  to  prevent  extra 
costs. 

The  work  of  the  Highway  Department  under  the  able  direction 
of  Aaron  A.  Hume  as  Superintendent  of  Streets  has  been  conducted 
in  a  very  efficient  manner. 

Of  the  $1,500.00  appropriation  voted  by  the  Town  for  Chapter 
90  maintenance  work,  an  amount  to  be  spent  equal  to  the  contribu¬ 
tion  of  the  State,  $1,499.98  was  received  from  the  State,  making  it 
possible  through  the  expenditure  of  $2,999.98  to  wholly  resurface 
with  crushed  pea  stone  School  Street  to  Broad  Street,  and  the  High¬ 
land  Road,  a  much  needed  improvement. 

The  continuous  operation  of  the  W.P.A.  Farm  to  Market  Road 
improvement  project  throughout  the  whole  year  has  enabled  the  re¬ 
construction  of  roads  which  otherwise  could  not  have  been  rebuilt 
now  with  town  funds.  Water  Street  from  Merrimaoport  Centre  to 
the  Amesbury  line  was  completely  reconstructed,  widened,  gravelled, 
culverts  and  guard  rails  installed,  and  later  oiled.  This  road  follows 
the  course  of  the  Merrimac  River  and  traverses  a  country  of  scenic 
beauty,  and  when  the  road  is  again  smoothed  and  oiled  next  year 
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will  then  be  an  added  asset  to  the  town  and  compare  favorably  with 
any  river  drive  in  Essex  County.  North  Street  has  been  rebuilt,  prop¬ 
erly  ditched  for  drainage  and  culverts  and  guard  rails  installed.  The 
Hadley  Road  has  been  reconstructed,  and  for  the  last  two  months 
the  Newton  Road  from  the  New  Hampshire  line  to  the  Birchmeadow 
Road  has  been  and  is  being  widened,  gravelled,  and  reconstructed.  It 
has  not  been  possible  at  any  time  in  the  existence  of  the  town  to 
spend  much  money  on  these  outlying  roads,  and  the  use  of  Federal 
funds  for  this  purpose  is  making  a  marked  improvement  in  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  this  section  of  the  town  for  those  who  live  there  and 
as  an  incentive  for  others  to  build  and  reside  there. 

The  cost  of  snow  removal  in  1937  was  smallest  in  many  years. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  annual  town  meeting,  the 
Mill  Street  clump  has  been  cleaned  as  much  as  possible  and  the  debris 
pushed  back  by  a  tractor  bulldozer,  and  the  dump  has  been  kept  in 
a  much  improved  condition. 

The  revenue  received  by  the  Town  from  fines  and  forfeits 
through  the  District  Court  according  to  the  records  of  Chief  James  P. 
Donahue  of  the  Police  Department  w7as  $180.00,  and  reflects  the  ef¬ 
ficiency  in  which  the  cases  were  conducted.

Thirty-twp  cases  of  diseases  dangerous  to  public  heahh  were 
reported  during  the  year — chicken  pox  6,  dog  bites  9,  septic  sore 

throat  1,  mumps  1,  measles  4,  lobar  pneumonia  3,  infantile  paralysis 

2,  whooping  cough  1,  scarlet  fever  5.

We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  and  appreciation  to  all  citizens 
and  residents  of  this  1  own,  officers,  boards,  departments  or  em¬ 
ployees  who  have  cooperated  with  us  in  the  year  1937,  and  also  to  all 
those  connected  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works, 
District  Engineers  Office,  W.P.A.,  State  Regional,  District  and  Field 
offices,  and  all  Federal,  State,  County  or  Municipal  officials  or  em¬ 
ploy  ees  who  have  aided  us  to  the  benefit  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac 
in  any  way. 
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We  again  acknowledge  the  thorough,  accurate  and  faithful  work 
of  the  Town  Accountant  W.  Harold  Whiting  and  in  view  of  the  in¬ 
creased  work  required  of  him  by  the  Federal  and  State  agencies  of 
government,  we  recommend  to  the  consideration  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  and  voters  of  the  town,  an  increase  in  salary  for  the  office  of 
Town  Accountant. 

The  last  note  of  $3,600.00  for  money  borrowed  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  in  1933  for  relief  purposes,  becomes  due  and  will  be  paid  in 
1938  by  the  Town  of  Merrimac,  thereby  cancelling  all  the  present 
funded  debt  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac.  When  that  note  is  paid  the 
Town  of  Merrimac  will  no  longer  be  subject  because  of  that  obliga¬ 
tion  to  the  Emergency  Finance  Board  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  However  all  1938  appropriations  must  be  submitted 
and  subjected  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Emergency  Finance  Board, 
and  that  fact  must  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  citizens  of  the 
town  and  any  action  taken  relative  to  the  appropriation  of  money 
at  the  1938  annual  town  meeting. 

i 

Another  year  has  passed  and  gone.  The  Town  of  Merrimac  as  a 
Town  is  financially  sound.  It  has  paid  its  bills  and  has  very  little 
funded  debt.  The  increased  tax- titles  of  property  taken  by  the  Town 
subject  to  redemption,  or  property  taken  by  foreclosure  of  all  owner¬ 
ship  rights  presents  a  very  depressing  picture  of  the  struggle  that  is 
going  on  by  those  who  are  trying  and  have  tried  to  save  their  homes 
but  could  not  pay  the  taxes.  Yet  Merrimac  is  better  off  than  many 
towns.  While  few  may  realize  it,  the  fact  remains  that  in  the  last 
three  years,  based  on  the  valuation  and  expenditures  of  the  year 
1934;  since  that  time  the  tax  rate  in  Merrimac  has  been  reduced 
nine  dollars  on  a  thousand,  but  the  loss  in  valuation  has  absorbed 
five  of  this  nine  dollars,  making  an  actual  reduction  in  the  tax  rate 
of  four  dollars,  because  of  the  reduced  total  valuations. 

If  private  employment  can  increase  to  any  extent  through  the 
expansion  of  industry  in  the  next  few  years,,  so  that  the  costs  of  gov¬ 
ernment  relief  can  be  greatly  reduced,  and  people  are  again  able  to 
acquire  and  maintain  property,  there  is  still  much  cause  for  hope  of 
better  times. 
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Nearly  300  years  have  passed  since  the  first  white  man  built 
his  home  and  cultivated  the  land  in  what  is  now  the  Town  of  Mern- 
mac.  As  we  read  the  history  of  Salisbury,  Amesbury,  Jamaica  and 
Merrimac,  and  understand  the  hardships,  trials  and  depressions  that 
those  who  lived  here  underwent  and  still  survived,  we  can  take  cour¬ 
age  by  their  example,  and  stand  firm  until  the  darkness  which  pre¬ 
cedes  the  dawn  shall  have  been  dispelled  by  light.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  MERRIMAC  BOARD  OF 

PUBLIC  WELFARE 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac: 

The  Merrimac  Board  of  Public  Welfare  organized  March  4, 
1937,  with  Mrs.  Ellen  M.  Wallace,  chairman;  Albert  P.  Wadleigh, 
clerk,  and  Fred  T.  Hopkinson  as  the  third  member. 

The  problem  of  public  welfare  and  relief  for  the  unemployed 
still  remain  the  biggest  item  of  importance  in  the  affairs  of  the  town 
and  must  be  so  regarded  as  it  affects  the  entire  financial  structure  of 
the  corporate  affairs  of  the  Town. 

In  the  year  1923  there  were  during  the  whole  year  only  twelve 
persons  in  the  Town  of  Merrimac  who  received  public  welfare  in  any 
form  of  a  population  of  2173  inhabitants,  while  in  the  year  1937  out 
of  a  population  of  2209  inhabitants  over  850  Merrimac  residents  re¬ 
ceived  in  some  form  either  Public  Welfare,  Old  Age  Assistance,  Sol¬ 
diers’  Relief,  Mothers’  Aid,  State  Aid,  or  Federal  Aid  through  W.P.A. 
employment. 
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This  percentage  of  increase  is  approximately  the  same  as  the 
average  for  all  towns  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts  in  1937. 

It  is  therefore  quite  apparent  that  the  only  way  the  total  wel¬ 
fare  costs  can  be  held  to  a  minimum  is,  first,  by  a  thorough  super¬ 
vision  of  the  problem  in  all  its  aspects;  second,  accuracy  of  the  case 
records  and  written  evidence  as  to  the  liability  of  the  Commonwealth 
and  other  cities  and  towns  under  the  laws  of  settlement  as  to  what 
can  be  collected  from  them  by  the  Town  of  Merrimac;  third,  in  ob¬ 
taining  work  for  welfare  recipients  or  needy  unemployed  through  the 
Works  Progress  Administration  or  through  any  other  Federal  or 
State  relief  agencies. 

We  therefore  call  your  attention  to  the  following  comparative 
facts,  as  to  what  has  been  and  can  be  done  if  the  policy  as  above 
outlined  is  strictly  followed: 

1934 —  Public  Welfare  costs  $28,115.90  for  428  persons  aided 

1935 —  Public  Welfare  costs  24,157.22  for  415  persons  aided 

1936 —  Public  Welfare  costs  19,416.32  for  271  persons  aided 

1937 —  Public  Welfare  costs  16,763.45  for  299  persons  aided 

The  Merrimac  Board  of  Public  Welfare  is  therefore  pleased  to 
report  an  unexpended  balance  of  its  appropriation  of  $4,251.95  of 
which  amount  it  was  possible  for  the  town  at  special  town  meetings 
to  transfer  $4,251.29  to  finance  other  departments  of  the  Town  with¬ 
out  the  necessity  of  additional  taxation. 

The  records  and  folders  of  all  those  having  received  temporary 
aid,  mothers  aid,  care  of  the  sick  poor,  changes  in  law  and  depart¬ 
mental  regulations  have  been  checked  and  rechecked  in  order  to  be 
kept  up  to  date.  The  facts  as  established  in  each  of  these  folders  de¬ 
termines  the  item  of  welfare  reimbursements  from  the  Common¬ 
wealth  and  from  other  cities  and  towns  and  means  thousands  of  dol¬ 
lars  to  the  taxpayers  of  Merrimac  if  the  record  is  accurate  so  that 
these  amounts  can  be  collected. 

In  order  to  determine  the  exact  liability  in  several  cases,  Mr. 
Wadleigh  as  clerk  of  the  Board  has  checked  the  records  for  fifteen 
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years  in  order  to  show  that  certain  welfare  recipients  had  at  no  time 
during  that  period  lived  in  Merrimac  five  years  continuous  unaided, 
nence  making  some  other  place  liable  for  the  costs. 

■ 

The  folders  giving  the  case  history  of  persons  thus  aided  as 
Public  Welfare  recipients  in  Merrimac  in  recent  years  now  fill  four 
steel  cases  and  set  forth  in  detail  most  of  the  necessary  facts  relative 
to  the  status  of  over  700  individuals. 

This  does  not  include  the  W.P.A.  employment  records  which  are 
also  kept  by  Mr.  Wadleigh  as  the  W.P.A.  certifying  agent  of  the 
Welfare  Board  which  cover  over  125  W.P.A.  workers  involving  about 
350  persons  benefited  by  Federal  work.

The  Old  Age  Assistance  records  covering  approximately  100 
cases  are  now  handled  by  a  separate  bureau  composed  of  F.  T.  Hop- 
kinson  and  Albert  P.  Wadleigh  of  the  Welfare  Board  and  John  K. 
Sargent  as  the  third  member,  and  their  report  is  printed  in  a  separate 
part  of  the  Annual  Town  Report. 

Since  July  23,  1936,  the  Merrimac  Board  of  Public  Welfare  has 
been  designated  as  the  local  W.P.A.  Certifying  Agency.  On  August 
28,  1936,  Albert  P.  Wadleigh  was  authorized  by  the  Essex  County 
W.P.A.  Regional  Director  to  act  as  the  Certifying  Agent  of  the  Mer¬ 
rimac  Board  and  has  performed  that  work  without  compensation  since 
that  date.  From  August  28,  1936  to  July  1,  1937,  this  work  of  cer¬ 
tification  was  comparatively  easy  involving  only  a  few  minutes  in 
each  case,  but  since  July  1,  1937  the  Federal  Government  requires 
that  each  applicant  furnish  proof  of  citizenship,  and  that  the  certify¬ 
ing  agent  must  make  out  a  record  of  the  financial  status  of  the  ap¬ 
plicant,  sworn  to  by  the  applicant,  must  see  and  make  a  copy  of  the 
birth  certificate,  must  see  and  make  a  copy  of  the  naturalization 
papers,  and  if  a  veteran,  must  see  and  make  a  copy  of  the  honorable 
discharge  papers,  and  require  a  written  detailed  questionnaire  filled 
in  by  the  applicant,  make  copies  in  duplicate  to  be  transmitted  to 
the  W.P.A.  Intake  and  Certification  Office  at  Salem,  to  be  by  them 
recorded  and  sent  to  the  State  W.P.A.  Assignment  Office  at  Boston, 
to  be  assigned  for  W.P.A.  work  as  replacements  or  new  openings  are 
authorized.  To  follow  these  cases  through  from  the  time  of  applica- 
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tion  to  the  assignment  slip  being  sent  from  Boston,  takes  from  one  to 
two  hours  in  most  cases.  If  the  Town  wishes  to  receive  the  benefits  of 
W.P.A.  employment  to  the  largest  number  allowed,  the  system  must 
be  followed  to  get  results.  Just  how  this  is  to  be  handled  is  for  the 
Town  to  determine  as  it  cannot  be  expected  that  this  work  of  W.P.A. 

certification  can  be  done  on  this  basis  without  compensation. 

In  agricultural  towns  where  the  number  of  persons  unemployed 
is  not  large,  the  number  employed  on  W.P.A.  projects  is  small,  in 
some  cases  not  over  ten  persons,  and  the  work  of  co-ordination  and 
certification  does  not  require  considerable  time. 

Communities  like  Merrimac  whose  workers  are  engaged  in  in¬ 
dustrial  pursuits  to  over  80%  of  those  employed  present  an  entirely 
different  situation  during  temporary  or  periodic  lay  offs  as  affecting- 
their  family  incomes  as  well  as  that  of  the  welfare  costs  of  the  Town. 
Through  the  W.P.A.  it  has  been  possible  to  provide  employment  for 
as  many  as  125  persons  at  any  one  given  time  and  as  of  January  6, 

/ 

1938,  those  were  locally  and  on  the  sea  wall  at  Haverhill  approx¬ 
imately  100  Merrimac  citizens  thus  employed.  The  average  number 
of  Merrimac  W.P.A.  workers  during  1937  was  over  80  employed. 
This  represented  a  Merrimac  pay  roll  for  W.P.A.  labor  alone  of  over 
$60,000.00. 

During  the  months  of  November  and  December  with  most  of 
the  factories  and  shops  in  Merrimac,  Haverhill  or  Amesbury  either 
shut  down  or  curtailed  in  business  operations,  the  need  of  relief  was 
nearly  doubled.  We  should  certainly  be  grateful  for  the  existence  of 
this  Federal  assistance. 

The  W.P.A.  sewing  unit  sponsored  by  the  Merrimac  Welfare 
Board  has  continued  through  the  year  giving  employment  to  thirteen 
to  fifteen  women  and  providing  clothing  for  distribution  at  the 
local  commissary  and  through  the  Commodity  Distribution  Office  at 
Haverhill. 

Commencing  October  1,  1937,  the  Federal  Government  required 
a  contribution  for  materials  to  the  sewing  project  for  the  months  of 
October,  November  and  December  of  $540.00  from  the  Town  of 
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Merrimac.  This  money  was  paid  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen 
from  the  local  W.P.A.  fund.  The  amount  required  as  a  contribution 
for  sewing  materials  from  Merrimac  for  the  first  quarter  of  1938  is 
$390.00  while  the  Government  pays  for  all  the  labor  plus  $273.00 
for  materials,  that  is  for  13  women  employed  on  the  sewing  project 
the  Federal  Government  contributes  approximately  $750.00  a  month 
to  a  contribution  of  about  $150.00  a  month  from  the  Town. 

.The  Merrimac  Commodity  Distribution  Office  of  Federal  food 
and  clothing  is  also  sponsored  by  the  Welfare  Board  and  has  func¬ 
tioned  throughout  the  year  with  J.  Duncan  Howe  in  charge.  A  report 
of  this  distribution  is  given  in  another  part  of  the  Town  Report.  The 
Federal  Government  required  in  1937  a  cash  contribution  for  ad¬ 
ministrative  expenses  for  commodity  distribution  of  $162.62.  This 
was  made  as  a  relief  payment  from  the  Merrimac  Public  Welfare  ap¬ 
propriation. 

Wood  cut  in  the  Town  Forest  and  used  in  part  for  welfare  cases 
has  again  proven  the  worth  of  the  Town  Forest  as  a  financial  asset 
to  the  Town. 

For  some  unknown  reason  very  few  Merrimac  young  men  ap¬ 
plied  for  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  in  the  year  1937,  but  of 
those  few  who  did  all  matters  relative  to  their  entry  was  duly  handled 
by  the  local  welfare  board. 


What  the  future  has  in  store  for  Merrimac  on  the  subject  of 
relief  and  unemployment,  no  person  can  far  foresee. 


However,  the  percentages  in  Merrimac  on  this  subject  are  not 
quite  as  large  as  the  general  percentage  for  the  entire  State,  which  is 
some  consolation  if  not  much. 

I  he  Merrimac  W  elfare  Board  has  endeavored  to  protect  the 
taxpayers  of  Merrimac  by  keeping  the  welfare  costs  at  the  lowest 
amount  possible  and  give  adequate  relief  aid. 

W  (  express  our  appreciation  to  all  those  who  have  cooperated 
with  us  during  the  year,  especially  to  W.  Harold  Whiting,  Town  Ac¬ 
countant,  w  hose  woik  has  increased  in  proportion  to  the  increased 
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work  of  several  boards.  We  do  not  believe  that  any  one  has  suffered 
in  Merrimac  for  want  of  proper  attention  and  care  if  their  needs 
were  made  known  to  this  board.  It  is  not  our  intention  to  allow  the 
majority  to  suffer  at  any  time  because  of  the  attempted  chiseling  of 
a  few. 

In  the  present  business  depression  the  spirit  of  community  co¬ 
operation  in  Merrimac  has  been  excellent  considering  the  difficulties 
encountered,  and  we  entertain  the  firm  belief  that  this  spirit  of  cour¬ 
age  and  hope  will  bring  us  through  to  better  days.

REPORT  OF  MERRIMAC  BUREAU  OF  OLD  AGE 

ASSISTANCE 

•  i 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac: 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  annual  town  meeting 
designating  two  members  of  the  Welfare  Board  as  members  of  the 
Old  Age  Assistance  Bureau,  those  thus  elected  met  and  organized 
for  the  year  as  follows:  Fred  T.  Hopkinson,  chairman;  Albert  P. 
Wadleigh,  clerk,  and  John  K.  Sargent  as  the  third  member. 

All  business  is  transacted  solely  in  relation  to  Old  Age  Assist¬ 
ance  cases,  and  all  records,  registers  and  folders  are  kept  entirely 
separate  from  the  files  of  the  Welfare  Board. 

The  law  reducing  the  minimum  age  limit  from  70  years  to  65 
years  has  now  been  in  effect  sixteen  months.  The  number  of  persons 
thus  being  aided  in  Merrimac  on  September  1,  1936  was  35  on  the 
register.  On  January  18,  1937  this  number  had  risen  to  85  persons 
and  as  of  January  3,  1938  there  were  102  citizens  receiving  Old  Age 
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Assistance.  During  the  year  27  new  cases  have  been  approved,  while 
10  names  have  been  taken  from  the  register  (4  by  death;  1  sufficient 
income;  2  misrepresentation  of  facts;  3  removed  to  other  towns). 

The  rules  by  which  old  age  assistance  is  granted  are  made  by 
the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  in  conformity  to 
State  and  Federal  law  and  must  be  followed  by  the  local  Bureaus  of 
Old  Age  Assistance  if  the  Town  is  to  receive  the  full  benefit  of  Fed¬ 
eral  grants  and  State  reimbursements. 

It  is  absolutely  necessary  in  order  to  receive  reimbursements 
that  there  be  attached  to  every  application  on  file  at  the  local  office, 
legal  proof,  that  the  recipient  at  the  time  of  application  being  granted 
was  and  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  over  65  years  of  age.  If 
this  evidence  is  not  there,  the  Towtl  will  not  get  its  money  back.  It  is 
also  necessary  for  each  applicant  to  prove  that  he  or  she  has  resided 
in  Massachusetts  one  year  continuously  prior  to  the  date  of  applica¬ 
tion,  and  also  shall  have  lived  in  Massachusetts  not  less  than  five 
years  during  the  nine  years  immediately  preceding  the  application. 

The  method  and  form  of  reimbursements  was  explained  fully 
last  year  in  a  section  of  the  Public  Welfare  report  and  can  be  found 
in  the  1936  Annual  Town  Report. 

The  total  amount  of  money  expended  in  Merrimac  in  1937  for 
Old-Age  Assistance  was  $34,071.68.  The  amount  received  from  the 
United  States  grants  was  $15,385.50  for  old  age  recipients  and 
$512.82  for  administrative  purpose;  and  $6,238.84  plus  $94.00  from 
State  reimbursements  (for  detail  see  Town  Accountant  report.) 

At  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting,  the  sum  of  $$00.00  was  voted 
as  compensation  for  the  members  of  the  Merrimac  Old  Age  Assist¬ 
ance  Bureau,  provided  however  that  said  compensation  should  be 
first  paid  from  any  available  funds  granted  by  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  for  administrative  purposes.  The  amount  received  for  this  pur¬ 
pose  by  the  Town  in  1937  was  $512.82,  hence  all  compensation  of 
this  Bureau  during  the  year  has  been  paid  from  Federal  funds,  and 
the  $300.00  appropriated  by  the  Town  transferred  for  other  town 
purposes.  A  bill  is  now  pending  before  the  Legislature  which  in  towns 
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of  less  than  2500  inhabitants,  it  will  be  unnecessary  for  a  town  to 
hire  separate  rooms  for  Old  Age  Assistance  business,  and  that  in 
such  small  towns  the  administrative  and  clerical  work  can  be  per¬ 
formed  by  the  same  person  or  persons  irrespective  of  the  total  num¬ 
ber  of  cases.  This  bill  filed  by  the  Massachusetts  Selectmen’s  Associa¬ 
tion  has  met  with  no  objection  from  the  State  Old  Age  Assistance 
Bureau  and  seems  assured  of  speedy  passage,  as  it  will  save  the 
towns  a  lot  of  extra  expense  of  a  full  time  supervisor,  extra  rental, 
light,  fuel  and  equipment  costs.  On  the  basis  of  the  least  adminis¬ 
trative  costs  for  separate  quarters  in  Merrimac  for  the  transaction 
of  Old  Age  Assistance  on  the  basis  of  50-50  reciprocal  costs  as  sched¬ 
uled  in  larger  communities;  in  Merrimac  it  would  cost  annually  over 
$1,000.  for  this  work.  Since  February,  1937,  the  clerical  work  has 
again  been  increased  by  additional  forms  that  have  to  be  filed  with 
the  United  States  Federal  Security  Board  and  several  additional 
checkups  have  to  be  made  on  the  subject  of  verification  and  proof. 
As  the  Federal  Grant  for  administrative  purposes  to  Merrimac  in 
1938  will  be  about  $600.00  we  therefore  suggest  to  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  that  $500.00  of  the  amount  thus  received  be  authorized  and 
allocated  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  as  compensation  in  1938  for 
the  members  of  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Bureau  as  this  will  pay  for 
including  the  increased  work  and  involve  no  actual  tax  levy  on  the 
part  of  the  Town. 

At  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting  the  sum  of  $12,000.00  was 
appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  Old  Age  Assistance.  Owing  to  the 
increased  number  of  cases,  and  delays  in  receipt  of  reimbursement 
grants  it  was  necessary  at  special  town  meetings  to  transfer  the  sum 
of  $5,000.00  from  other  departments  for  Old  Age  Assistance.  The 
sum  of  $200.00  as  refunds  was  also  received  during  the  year.  On  the 
basis  of  receipts  and  expenditures  in  1937  for  Old  Age  Assistance 
and  probable  increase  we  recommend  an  appropriation  by  the  Town 
at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  of  $20,000.00  for  Old  Age  Assistance. 
Of  the  amount  spent  by  the  Town,  a  reimbursement  from  the  State 
should  be  had  of  at  least  sixty  per  cent,  therefore  it  can  be  readily 
seen  that  if  $20,000.00  is  required  by  the  Town  in  1938  to  finance 
Old  Age  Assistance  costs,  then  about  $12,000.00  will  be  eventually 
reimbursed  by  the  State,  so  that  with  the  receipt  of  nearly  $20,000.00 
from  Federal  Old  Age  Assistance  Grants,  the  net  cost  to  the  Town 
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should  figure  about  $8,000.00  for  1938  or  no  more  than  the  amount 
paid  by  the  Town  before  the  Federal  Government  contributed  to  the 
costs. 

We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  and  thanks  to  all  those  who 
have  co-operated  with  us  during  the  year,  and  especially  to  the  of¬ 
ficers  and  investigators  of  the  Massachusetts  Old  Age  Assistance 
Bureau  and  of  the  Federal  Security  Board. 

The  establishment  of  Old  Age  Assistance  in  Massachusetts  and 
the  recognition  of  this  problem  by  the  United  States  Government  in 
the  “Old  Age  Grants”  sections  of  the  National  Security  Act  has  un¬ 
doubtedly  brought  much  happiness  and  a  fuller  sense  of  security  to 
many  thousands  of  aged  persons  living  under  the  protection  of  the 
American  flag.  In  an  industrial  and  machine  age,  where  most  busi¬ 
ness  is  done  on  a  speed  basis  and  methods  rapidly  change,  to  those 
who  cannot  keep  the  pace  and  through  age,  though  trained  and 
equipped  to  the  habits  of  other  days,  seek  employment  but  can  find 
no  place  to  go;  to  these  persons  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Act  has 
brought  relief  which  can  hardly  be  measured  by  written  words. 

. 

Yesterday  is  gone!  We  are  living  today!  This  first  duty  of  a 
government  is  to  protect  and  provide  for  the  security  of  its  citizens. 
The  National  Security  Act  with  its  many  provisions  including  the 
Old  Age  Assistance  grants  together  with  the  Massachusetts  Old  Age 
Assistance  Acts  seek  to  do  this.  The  just  and  equitable  administra¬ 
tion  of  these  acts  is  doing  much  to  relieve  the  situation  caused  by 
the  hand  of  time,  unemployment,  and  a  changing  age.

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REPORT  OF  W.P.A.  CO-ORDINATOR 
To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac: 

The  duties  and  functions  of  the  office  of  W.P.A.  Co-Ordinator 
are  of  such  a  varied  nature,  that  in  presenting  this  report  it  is  deemed 
advisable  to  state  not  only  what  has  been  done  during  the  year  but 
also  the  methods  and  work  required  to  secure  the  best  results  for 
the  Town.  j 

The  principal  purpose  of  a  Co-Ordinator  is  to  prepare  or  have 
prepared  a  sufficient  number  of  projects  in  advance  of  the  estimated 
relief  load  and  quota  of  relief  workers  allowed  by  the  Federal  Gov¬ 
ernment  so  that  the  burden  of  public  welfare  expenses  can  be  eased 

r 

as  much  as  possible  from  the  costs  imposed  on  the  taxpayers  of 
the  Town. 

This  means  that  each  project  prepared  must  meet  the  rules  and 
requirements  of  the  Federal  Government  in  strict  accordance  with 
their  methods  or  be  subject  to  much  revision  and  delay.  It  takes 
nearly  two  months  to  get  a  project  approved  after  filing,  going 
through  the  Salem,  Cambridge,  Boston  and  Washington  offices,  be¬ 
fore  it  can  be  even  set  up  by  the  Finance  Department  for  operation. 
Also  that  the  projects  in  operation  are  subject  to  certain  fixed  rules 
which  the  Co-Ordinator  must  see  are  conformed  to  in  co-operation 
with  the  W.P.A.  engineers  and  supervisors.  The  Co-Ordinator  must 
keep  constantly  in  touch  with  the  W.P.A.  finance  department  to  be 
sure  that  the  funds  to  operate  the  project  have  been  allocated  and 
are  available.  If  any  work  is  done  on  local  projects  in  excess  of  Fed¬ 
eral  funds  deposited  for  W.P.A.  purposes  the  Town  is  liable,  which 
situation  if  occuring,  would  be  just  too  bad.  Nearly  all  the  financial 
details  in  the  operation  of  these  projects  on  the  part  of  the  expendi- 
itures  by  the  Town  are  also  supervised  by  the  Co-Ordinator  subject 
of  course  to  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen. 

In  order  to  secure  the  continuous  operation  of  projects  in  Merri¬ 
mac  so  as  to  prevent  lapses  of  work  and  delays,  I  have  been  to  the 
Salem,  Cambridge  or  Boston  W.P.A.  offices  about  one  day  a  week 
meeting  and  discussing  and  working  with  officials  of  these  various 
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divisions  to  get  the  quickest  and  best  results  in  the  simplest  way. 
I  can  only  bespeak  my  utmost  appreciation  of  the  courteous  co¬ 
operative  treatment  that  has  been  extended  to  me  as  the  W.P.A. 
representative  of  the  Selectmen  for  the  people  of  Merrimac  by  all 
the  officials  and  employees  of  the  W.P.A.  offices  and  "especially  to 
State  Administrator  Lt.  Col.  John  J.  McDonough  and  his  associates. 

It  has  helped  considerably  by  also  being  W.P.A.  Certifying 
Agent  of  the  Merrimac  Welfare  Board  (see  Public  Welfare  report) 
to  keep  the  projects  and  certification  functioning  closely  together. 

Until  about  April  1,  1937  the  Government  paid  for  truck  hire 
on  projects,  and  thereafter  the  cost  had  to  be  assumed  by  the  Town. 
Also  on  new  projects  the  percentage  of  contributions  required  of  the 
Town  is  nearly  twenty  per  cent  of  the  total  costs.  The  purchase  of  a 
new  truck  by  the  Town  (see  Selectmen  report)  was  wholly  for  the 
purpose  of  reducing  truck  hire  expenses. 

In  the  absence  of  exact  figures  from  the  Federal  Government  it 
appears  that  in  1937  for  W.P.A.  work  in  Merrimac,  the  U.  S.  Gov¬ 
ernment  contributed  over  $60,000.00  for  labor  pay  rolls,  over  $3,- 
000.00  for  truck  hire  and  material  costs  against  an  expenditure  of 
$5,357.64  by  the  Town,  employing  from  70  to  100  persons  continuous 
throughout  the  year. 

Projects  operated  in  Merrimac  in  1937  were:  Town  Forest, 
Elimination  of  Moths,  Roadside  Beautification,  Improvement  of 
Locust  Grove  Cemetery,  Sewing  project,  Distribution  of  Federal 
Commodities  and  Improvement  of  Farm  to  Market  roads. 

The  costs  to  the  Town  as  paid  in  1937  were  as  follows:

As  a  reservoir  of  projects  there  is  still  a  large  balance  of  al¬ 
located  funds  available  on  the  Farm  to  Market  project  and  the  Moth 
Elimination  project.  There  is  still  an  approved  balance  of  $25,000.00 
for  Cement  Sidewalk  labor  costs  if  the  Town  can  pay  for  materials, 
and  $2,980.00  for  Wood  Cutting  in  the  Town  Forest  when  the  State 
W.P.A.  office  permit.  A  new  sewing  project  has  been  prepared  and 
filed  over  a  month  ago  and  another  Farm  to  Market  project  has 
been  prepared  and  is  about  to  be  filed. 

If  the  unemployment  situation  continues  for  many  years  and 
the  Federal  Government  continues  to  extend  aid,  in  towns  of  the 
small  size  of  Merrimac  it  would  seem  that  a  long  range  program 
should  be  carefully  planned  and  worked  out,  that  is  a  type  of  project 
that  would  provide  steady  work  for  W.P.A.  labor  and  be  of  perma¬ 
nent  value  to  the  town.  It  wrould  seem  that  water  extension  services 
with  hydrant  installation,  which  as  a  project  meets  with  the  approval 
of  the  State  W.P.A.  office,  should  be  given  our  careful  consideration. 

For  instance  if  the  Town  could  finance  the  material  costs,  I 
have  been  given  assurance  that  a  W.P.A.  project  can  be  approved, 
to  extend  water  mains  including  hydrants  through  the  Birch  Meadow 
district,  Merrimac  Street  from  Locust  Street  to  any  designated  point 
on  Merrimac  or  Bridge  Streets,  installation  of  water  extension  or 
hydrant  service  on  upper  Church  Street  from  Nichols  to  corner  of 
Highland  and  Winter  Streets  or  on  any  other  streets  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Town. 

This  subject  of  water  service  can  well  be  considered  at  Town 
meeting  if  desired. 
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.  During  the  existence  of  the  E.R.A.  the  Federal  Government  paid 
weekly  the  costs  of  administration.  I  understand  that  in  1935  Mr. 
John  K.  Sargent  as  E.R.A.  Administrator  was  paid  $20.00  a  week 
and  his  clerk,  Mr.  Harold  Eastman  about  $24.00  a  week.  This  repre¬ 
sents  a  cost  of  about  $2,000.00  a  year  for  administrative  work.  Since 
December,  1935,  the  Federal  Government  has  paid  nothing  for  this 
work,  taking  the  position  that  if  a  town  wishes  Federal  aid  it  must 
pay  its  own  administrative  costs.  Since  December,  1935,  now  over 
two  years  I  have  performed  the  work  as  W.P.A.  Co-Ordinator  or  Ad¬ 
ministrator  and  have  received  a  total  sum  of  $330.67  or  an  average 
of  $3.18  a  week.  I  make  this  statement  only  because  it  is  evident  that 
some  citizens  of  the  Town  according  to  their  remarks  have  no  con¬ 
ception  of  this  fact. 

I  have  stated  many  times  during  the  last  thirty  years  that  1  am 
willing  to  serve  the  Town  in  any  position  commensurate  with  my 
means  and  ability.  As  W.P.A.  Co-Ordinator  and  Certifying  Agent  of 
the  Welfare  Board  I  have  exercised  no  favoritism  having  only  one 
rule  of  fairness  for  all.  Yet  whoever  performs  these  duties  is  the  pivot 
of  criticism  of  dissatisfied  individuals.  If  the  Town  decides  at  the 
annual  Town  meeting  to  continue  the  offices  of  Co-Ordinator  of 
W.P.A.  or  other  Federal  or  State  Relief  projects  for  another  year  it 
should  determine  how  and  to  what  extent  it  wishes  this  work  per¬ 
formed.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen, 

As  Chiel  of  the  Police  Department  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac,  I 
hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Department  for  the  year  1937. 

The  Department  consists  of  a  Chief  and  one  patrolman  on  reg¬ 
ular  duty,  with  Special  Officers  for  duty  as  occasion  requires. 

During  the  year  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  auto¬ 
mobile  accidents  over  the  previous  year. 

There  were  51  accidents  reported,  26  being  of  a  serious  nature 
in  which  49  people  were  injured  and  one  killed,  of  the  injured,  17 

were  operators  of  automobiles,  22  were  passengers,  and  10  were 
pedestrians. 
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The  accidents  not  classed  as  serious,  involve  mostly  property 

damage. 

The  records  show  that  the  hours  between  4  and  6  p.  m.  are 
when  the  most  accidents  occurred,  with  the  period  from  2  to  4  p.  m. 
as  second. 

In  the  group  of  serious  accidents,  only  6  were  resident  operators.

PLAYGROUND  COMMISSION  REPORT 
To  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

We  are  pleased  to  report  the  following  improvements  and  activi¬ 
ties  at  the  playgrounds  during  the  past  season.  Town  water  service 
has  been  extended  to  the  entrance  and  an  up-to-date  drinking  foun¬ 
tain  installed.  The  ball  stop  has  been  rewired  and  the  back  stop  re¬ 
paired.  Football  goal  posts  were  also  erected.  A  line  marking  ma¬ 
chine  has  been  purchased  which  can  be  used  for  either  football  or 
baseball.  Several  football  games  were  played  on  the  grounds  which 
were  enjoyed  by  a  large  number  of  fans.  Camp-O-Ral  was  held  here 
last  spring  with  approximately  700  scouts  in  attendance.  This  at¬ 
tracted  large  crowds  each  day  during  camp.  But  few  ball  games  were 
held  here  during  the  past  season,  we  believe  largely  due  to  the  loss 
of  so  many  balls.  Something  should  be  done  if  possible  to  eliminate 
this  loss  so  that  this  clean  sport  may  continue  for  the  enjoyment  of 
our  townspeople.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 
To  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

We  hereby  submit  a  report  of  some  of  the  most  important  de¬ 
velopments  in  this  department  during  the  year  of  1937. 

Under  a  WPA  project  in  “Locust  Grove”  most  of  the  roads  have 
been  completely  rebuilt  in  order  to  prevent  the  handicap  that  lot 
owners  and  funerals  have  had  in  ploughing  through  mud  that  be¬ 
came  impassable  at  times.  If  the  roads  can  receive  a  coating  of  oil 
the  expense  of  refilling  after  each  rain  storm  will  be  eliminated. 

We  have  made  quite  an  extensive  improvement  of  the  drainage 
in  the  lower  part  of  Locust  Grove  Cemetery,  so  that  new  lots  in  this 
part  of  the  cemetery  will  be  quite  free  of  water  during  the  spring 
months. 

With  the  use  of  the  Contingent  Fund  of  $600.00  we  have  been 
able  to  purchase  between  eight  and  nine  hundred  cubic  feet  of  gravel ; 
pay  part  of  the  truck  hire,  and  purchase  cement  for  culverts  and 
curbing. 

We  very  much  need  a  blue  print  of  the  complete  survey  of 
“Locust  Grove”  because  we  only  have  an  old  ink  survey  chart  which 
only  covers  a  part  of  the  cemetery,  and  nothing  to  guide  us  on  the 
sale  of  lots  in  the  new  part  on  top  of  the  hill;  without  a  complete 
chart  of  the  whole  cemetery  it  will  be  very  difficult  in  future  years 
to  find  the  burial  places  where  there  has  not  been  any  marking  on 
the  lots. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  quite  an  increase  in  the  Perpetual  Care 
Fund  deposited  for  the  care  of  lots  in  both  “Locust  Grove”  and 
Church  Street  cemeteries.  We  believe  that  as  lot  owners  see  the  care 
and  improvement  of  lots  under  these  trust  funds  more  such  funds 
will  be  established  each  year.  Information  on  such  arrangements  will 
be  gladly  cared  for  by  your  commissioners.

To  January  1,  1938 
To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac: 

10,000  white  pine  and  2,000  spruce  trees  were  planted  in  our 
forest  this  year  and  we  have  ordered  10,000  more  trees  for  setting 
during  1938  on  land  now  ready.  The  trees  come  to  us  free  and  our 
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only  expense  is  the  expense  and  cost  of  planting.  We  were  given 
$200.00  for  Forest  work  this  year  which  was  expended  as  follows: 
Labor  for  cutting  brush  on  fire  lanes  and  cutting 

sprouts  on  18  acres  .

We  need  at  least  $500.00  appropriated  for  Town  Forest  work 
during  1938.  It  is  important  that  work  of  cutting  wood  thinning 
forest  growth  and  cutting  sprouts  should  be  done  at  certain  seasons 
of  the  year  to  get  best  results.  We  are  asking  the  Town  to  vote  to 
purchase  about  12  acres  now  surrounded  on  three  sides  by  the  pres¬ 
ent  Town  Forest  and  takes  in  a  portion  of  the  basin  where  a  pond 
should  be  made  at  some  future  time.  We  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  Town  Forest  has  saved  the  Town  to  date  many  thousands 
of  dollars  over  and  above  the  balance  in  this  report  that  would  have 
been  paid  for  wood  if  purchased  in  the  open  market.  The  trees 
planted  and  the  growth  made  indicates  a  big  return  to  the  Town  in 
years  to  come  if  care  is  taken  in  caring  for  the  growth  now  com¬ 
ing  on.

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MERRIMAC  TOPOGRAPHY  AND  SOIL  SUITED  TO 

WIDE  RANGE  OF  USES 

In  a  report  of  land  utilization  covering  300  towns  in  the  State, 
the  Massachusetts  State  Planning  Board  declared:  “That  neither  the 
topography  nor  soil  of  the  town  of  Merrimac  present  any  serious 
barriers  to  a  wide  range  of  uses.” 

The  number  of  farms  in  Merrimac  has  decreased  from  57  in 
1925  to  35  in  1935,  while  the  farm  land  has  increased  from  2004 
acres  to  2038  in  the  same  period  of  time,  or  36.5  percent  of  all  land 
area.  The  survey  shows  the  average  value  per  acre  of  farm  land  and 
buildings  in  Merrimac  in  1935  was  $95. 

The  results  of  this  survey,  which  was  completed  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Elizabeth  M.  Herlihy,  chairman,  and  implemented  by  the 
WPA,  have  been  prepared  on  five  separate  maps  drawn  to  scale.  The 
first  map  shows  the  existing  land  use  for  individual  tracts  of  land, 
indicating  areas  devoted  to  agriculture;  types  of  forests;  and  rec¬ 
reational,  industrial,  commercial  and  residential  uses. 

The  second  map  for  each  town  indicates  the  location  of  roads 
and  buildings,  showing  various  types  of  farms;  residential,  com¬ 
mercial  and  industrial  buildings;  schools,  hospitals  and  churches; 
private,  public  and  semi-public  parks,  playgrounds,  golf  courses,  avia¬ 
tion  fields,  cemeteries  and  water-supply  reservoirs. 

The  third  map  shows  the  character  of  soil  classified  by  product¬ 
ivity  and  adaptability  for  agriculture. 

The  topography  of  the  town  is  presented  on  a  separate  map  by 
means  of  contours;  the  fifth  map  indicates  roads  and  waterways.  By 
analyzing  the  factors  on  these  maps  it  will  be  possible  to  outline  the 
most  desirable  land  utilization  for  any  town. 

“The  information  available  through  the  survey  is  of  practical 
value  in  analyzing  communities  as  industrial,  residential,  and  farm¬ 
ing  sites,  or  in  appraising  the  present  and  prospective  value  of  prop¬ 
erty,”  Chairman  Herlihy  stated,  “and  to  the  Department  of  Con¬ 
servation  in  determining  the  areas  which  are  to  be  acquired  under 
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the  long-term  reforestation  program  which  provides  for  the  purchase 
of  500,000  acres  of  land  during  the  next  twenty  years.” 

Comparing  the  population  trends,  the  survey  shows  that  Merri- 
mac  has  had  a  slight  decrease  in  the  last  five  years. 

In  analyzing  the  tax  rate  up  to  the  present  decade,  the  survey 
shows  that  the  rate  per  thousand  dollars  of  assessed  value  has  fluc¬ 
tuated  between  $18  in  1900  to  the  assessment  of  $50.40  per  thousand 
in  1935. 

Commenting  on  the  survey,  Dr.  Rozman,  associate  consultant  to 
the  State  Planning  board,  said:  “Although  small  in  total  area,  the 
town  of  Merrimac  presents  a  land  use  picture  full  of  interesting  pos¬ 
sibilities.  Located  in  the  heart  of  the  Merrimac  river  manufacturing 
area  in  northeastern  Massachusetts,  the  town  not  only  has  a  well  de¬ 
veloped  industrial  section  of  its  own  but  serves  as  a  place  of  residence 
for  many  persons  employed  in  the  factories  and  business  houses  of 
nearby  towns. 

“Neither  topography  nor  soil  present  any  serious  barriers  to  a 
wide  range  of  uses.  The  former,  although  by  no  means  level,  is  sel¬ 
dom  rugged  enough  to  prevent  ordinary  cultivation  and  is  unusually 
free  from  the  low,  poorly  drained  areas  so  common  to  this  part  of 
the  state.  Soils  are  unusually  adaptable.  Stony  types  are  almost  en¬ 
tirely  absent.  The  most  adaptable  types  occupy  the  largest  areas  and 
while  not  averaging  as  high  in  natural  fertility  as  in  some  other  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  state,  these  soils  are  almost  everywhere  capable  of  sup¬ 
porting  some  type  of  cultivated  cover. 

“In  spite  of  a  favorable  topography  and  soils  apparently  adapt¬ 
able  for  cultivation,  the  northwestern  quarter  of  the  town  is  much 
less  thickly  settled  than  the  remaining  portions.  Several  part-time 
farms  and  full-time  dairy  farms  in  this  section  utilize  a  fairly  large 
proportion  of  the  land  and  indicate  that  it  is  physically  capable  of 
more  intensive  utilization. 

Elsewhere  in  town  no  special  land  use  problem  can  be  said  to 
exist.  Although  ample  room  exists  for  expansion  along  residential, 
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part-time  farming  and  other  agricultural  lines,  there  is  every  evidence 
that  unused  areas  are  being  transformed  into  these  uses  as  fast  as 
conditions  warrant.  The  town  already  has  acquired  a  town  forest  of 
nearly  300  acres  and  seems  awake  to  the  advantages  derived  from 
proper  utilization  of  areas  now  more  or  less  neglected. 

“Through  a  careful  examination  of  information  presented  on 
the  maps  supplemented  by  a  study  of  important  social  and  economic 
factors  operating  in  the  locality,  it  should  be  possible  for  the  towns¬ 
people  to  work  out  a  program  of  proper  land  utilization.” — January 
22,  1938.

DIRECTORY  OF  SCHOOL  STAFF— OCTOBER,  1937 
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BUILDINGS 

There  was  considerable  need  for  general  repairs  and  upkeep  in 
1937.  For  the  purpose  of  getting  lower  insurance  rates  certain  changes 
were  made,  such  as  thicker  panels  (or  new  door)  to  the  basement 
doors  at  High  and  Junior  High,  a  hold-back  with  fusible  plugs  at 
Centre,  and  an  electric  fire  bell  at  Port.  At  the  High  the  major  item 
was  the  installation  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  of  the  new  toilet 
seats  and  bowls  which  had  long  been  needed  and  had  at  last  become 
imperative.  At  the  same  time  the  sewers  were  cleaned  out  and  the 
flushometers  repaired.  A  new  Weil-McLain  boiler  with  covered  pipes 
was  installed  during  the  spring  at  the  High  School,  with  much-needed 
radiators  in  the  laboratory  and  language  room  and  in  December  a 
28-section  radiator  on  each  side  of  the  hall.  In  the  boys’  basement  a 
washbowl  and  soap  dispenser  were  installed.  The  room  was  whitened 
by  Mr.  Potter.  At  the  Junior  High  a  Celotex  bulletin  board  was  added 
in  each  room.  At  Centre  a  sheltered  entry  was  built  at  the  north  en¬ 
trance,  and  all  entrance  doors  were  repaired  and  adjusted.  The 
plumbing  was  repaired  in  the  two  upstairs  toilets,  two  bookshelves 
wyere  built  in  sixth  grade  room,  the  first  grade  seats  were  rubber- 
tipped,  and  the  seats  and  desks  in  the  fifth  grade  room  were  turned 
to  face  the  Town  Hall,  for  better  lighting  effects.  At  the  Port,  re¬ 
pairs  were  on  the  window  casings  and  the  front  steps.  Throughout 
the  buildings  there  was  the  usual  upkeep  such  as  curtains,  desks,  and 
other  details. 


TIME  CHANGES 

It  is  generally  recognized  among  educators  that  the  choice  be¬ 
tween  a  one-session  and  a  two-session  day  in  high  school  is  not  pri¬ 
marily  an  educational  matter,  but  rather  one  of  transportation  ar¬ 
rangements  and  of  local  convenience.  When,  therefore,  it  was  deter¬ 
mined,  by  a  survey,  that  a  majority  of  parent  opinion  supported  the 
long-standing  request  of  the  student  council  and  student  body  of  the 
•  Merrimac  High  School  for  a  one-session  day  in  place  of  the  two- 
session  day,  it  was  decided  to  hold  a  hearing  or  discussion  of  inter¬ 
ested  citizens,  parents,  teachers  and  school  officials  for  the  purpose 
ot  presenting  the  facts  pro  and  con,  hearing  different  points  of  view, 
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and  taking  a  straw  vote.  This  hearing  or  discussion,  which  was  held 
at  the  Merrimac  High  School  on  the  evening  of  March  18,  was  at¬ 
tended  by  thirty-five  citizens  and  parents,  three  committee  members, 
and  nine  members  of  the  school  staff, — forty-seven  altogether.  Facts 
obtained  from  the  office  of  the  state  supervisor  of  high  schools  con¬ 
cerning  the  practice  in  various  Massachusetts  municipalities  were 
presented.  The  chief  difficulty  locally  seemed  to  be  that  the  cost,  at 

best,  for  a  one-session  transportation  arrangement  in  which  high 
school  pupils  were  taken  home  earlier  than  elementary  school  pupils 
would  be  $400  more  than  the  two-session  transportation,  as  shown 
by  a  careful  survey  made  by  Mr.  DeLong  in  1932  and  published  on 
page  105  of  the  report  of  that  year.  A  compromise  plan,  which  passed 
the  straw  vote  with  only  two  objectors,  was  to  adopt  a  one-session 
plan  with  no  special  bus  transportation  at  the  end  of  high  school,  and 
therefore  no  extra  cost.  Pupils  who  live  at  considerable  distance,  and 
who  desire  to  do  so,  are  at  liberty,  under  the  plan,  to  remain  in  the 
high  school  to  study,  under  a  teacher,  until  the  bus  leaves  at  the 
closing  time  of  the  elementary  schools. 

In  deference  to  the  straw  vote,  the  school  committee,  at  a  meet¬ 
ing  held  later  that  evening,  voted  the  compromise  plan,  to  become 
effective  Monday,  March  22.  Under  the  vote  the  new  time  schedule 
of  the  Merrimac  High  School  became:  8.30  to  1.45,  instead  of  8.45 
to  11.45  and  1.15  to  3.15,  as  before.  The  Junior  High,  upon  the  re¬ 
quest  of  a  majority  of  parents,  was  allowed  to  try  the  same  time 
schedule.  To  meet  the  needs  under  the  new  schedule,  and  at  the  sug¬ 
gestion  of  Mrs.  Kingsbury,  the  Centre  School  on  the  same  date  began 
fifteen  minutes  earlier  and  shortened  the  noon  recess  by  fifteen  min¬ 
utes,  bringing  the  new  Centre  School  time  schedule  as  follows:  8.30 
to  11.45  and  1.00  to  2.45. 


ENROLLMENT 

In  October  the  enrollment  in  the  public  schools  was  446,  dis¬ 
tributed  as  follows:  At  Centre  223,  at  Port  13,  at  Junior  High  91,  at 
High  School  119.  Further  distribution  was:  At  Centre,  Miss  Mac¬ 
Donald  (Grade  I)  34,  Mrs.  Manning  (Grade  II)  36,  Miss  Titcomb 
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(Grade  III)  35,  Mrs.  Blackden  (Grade  IV)  31,  Miss  Davis  (Grade 
V)  44,  Mrs.  Hardy  (Grade  VI)  43.  At  Port,  Miss  Gillen  (Grade 
1-2,  II-4,  III-7).  At  Junior  High,  Grade  VII-46,  VIII-45.  At  High 
School,  Grade  IX-44,  X-38,  XI-18,  XII-19. 

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  1937  report  at  union  teachers’  meeting  of  the  1936  spring 
survey  of  the  progress  of  school  subjects  announced  the  very  satis¬ 
fying  fact  that  the  class  median  of  Merrimac  eighth  grade  achieve¬ 
ment  in  all  subjects  was  well  beyond  the  national  median,  and  second 
only  in  the  district  to  that  of  the  eighth  grade  in  the  Woodbridge 
School,  Newbury,  which  has  been  consistently  accelerated.  This  is  a 
most  excellent,  in  fact,  an  unusual,  record.  Data  for  1937  will  not  be 
available  until  well  along  in  1938,  because  it  requires  the  better  part 
of  a  year,  with  the  other  work  of  the  district,  to  compile  and  study 
properly  the  results  of  a  survey. 

During  the  year,  under  Miss  Dealy,  there  has  been  considerable 
athletics  (including  “soft  ball”)  for  the  girls,  with  a  “play  day”  at 
Town  Hall,  with  basketball. 

On  April  20  the  Public  School  Dramatic  Guild  of  the  Junior 
High,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Dealy,  sponsored  by  the  P.  T.  A., 
broadcasted  over  WHDH,  Boston,  a  pupil-dramatized  play,  “The 
Careers  of  Cynthia.” 

At  the  graduation  exercises  of  the  Junior  High  on  Friday  eve¬ 
ning,  June  22,  Dorothy  Flynn  was  valedictorian  and  Reed  Manning 
salutatorian.  Five  others  among  the  eighteen  girls  received  scholastic 
honors:  Priscilla  Choquette,  Dorothy  Hall,  Virginia  Peaslee,  Phyllis 
Wilkie,  trances  Weeks;  and  three  others  among  the  twenty-three 
boys:  Raymond  Anderson,  John  McMahon,  and  Clinton  Piper.  The 
speaker  for  the  evening  was  Mr.  Edward  W.  Eames,  Principal  of 
Governor  Dummer  Academy  in  Newbury. 

Under  Miss  Dealy  the  school  staff  has  a  dramatic  club.  Pupils 
have  adapted  and  produced  plays  like  “The  Legend  of  Sleepy  Hol¬ 
low  “Romeo  and  Juliet”,  “A  Man  Without  a  Country’’,  and  “The 
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Merchant  of  Venice”.  On  November  10,  in  celebration  of  the  Horace 
Mann  centennial,  the  pupils  produced  “Horace  Mann,  the  Great 
Educator”,  and  “Horace  Mann  at  Antioch”.  For  Christmas  they 
produced  “The  Truth  about  Santa  Claus”  and  “Three  Christmas 
Eves”. 

A  report  by  Principal  Patchett  will  be  found  later  in  this  report. 

CENTRE  SCHOOL 

At  the  Centre  School  in  June,  Mrs.  Wilma  B.  Kingsbury  re¬ 
signed  as  principal  and  sixth  grade  teacher.  The  testimonial  festivi¬ 
ties  in  which  teachers,  school  committee,  and  superintendent  partic¬ 
ipated  told  eloquently  the  story  of  appreciation  of  her  thirteen  years 
of  service.  The  principalship  and  sixth  grade  position  was  filled  for 
the  fall  by  the  election  of  Mrs.  Louise  E.  Hardy  of  Merrimac.  The 
fifth  grade  position,  in  turn  left  vacant  by  the  election  of  Mrs.  Har¬ 
dy,  was  filled  by  the  election  of  Miss  Marion  E.  Davis  of  Merrimac 
(Mrs.  Roy  C.  Journeay  after  Thanksgiving  recess).  Mrs.  Journeav 
is  a  graduate  of  Kennebunk  (Maine)  High  School,  1910,  and  of 
Portsmouth  (N.  H.)  Training  School,  1912,  with  a  summer  course 
at  Columbia.  She  is  a  teacher  of  twenty-four  years  experience.  At  the 
time  of  her  election  she  had  taught  for  eleven  years  with  excellent 
success  at  the  Tilton  School,  Haverhill. 

Under  Mrs.  Hardy’s  direction  the  Centre  School  has  been  mak¬ 
ing  excellent  progress.  There  have  been  many  conferences  with  the 
staff  in  which  problems  have  been  faced.  On  Monday,  October  4. 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Centre  School  teachers,  all  elementary 
teachers  of  the  district  through  sixth  grade  met  at  Centre  School 
with  Miss  Pansy  Smith  of  Boston  to  discuss  the  Cordts  method  of 
reading,  in  its  relation  to  spelling. 

i 

A  feature  for  the  fall  in  the  sixth  grade  have  been  World  Letters. 
These  have  been  sent  weekly  directly  from  overseas  by  Mr.  George 
F.  Pierrot,  former  editor  of  American  Boy  and  Youth’s  Companion, 
during  his  present  around-the-world  tour.  The  World  Letters  have 
brought  geography  down  to  date  in  1937,  and  have  stimulated  much 
interest  in  it. 
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In  grades  four,  five,  and  six  an  exchange  arrangement  for  certain 
subjects  among  the  teachers  has  given  the  pupils  a  touch  of  the  more 
specialized  instruction  of  the  high  schools,  and  has  added  variety. 
Mrs.  Hardy  has  been  the  assistant  in  music  -in  grades  four,  five  and 
six;  Mrs.  Blackden  has  taught  penmanship  in  grades  four  and  six, 
and  Mrs.  Journeay  literature  in  grades  five  and  six. 

At  the  beginning  of  1937  an  epidemic  of  colds  hurt  the  attend¬ 
ance  in  the  second  grade,  in  spite  of  the  seasonably  warm  weather. 

The  1937  compilation  of  the  1936  scholastic  survey  showed  that 
spelling  was  coming  up,  that  reading  was  excellent,  that  the  first  two 
grades  were  considerably  ahead  of  the  nation’s  median  in  the  funda¬ 
mentals  of  arithmetic,  and  that  five  out  of  the  six  grades  were  ahead 
in  arithmetical  reasoning. 

MERRIMACPORT 

In  the  fall  of  1937  there  were  three  grades — -Grades  one,  two, 
and  three.  The  seven  fourth  grade  pupils  of  1936  who  had  to  be 
transferred  to  Port  on  account  of  the  size  of  the  fourth  grade  room 
at  Centre,  were  readily  able  to  enter  the  larger  fifth  grade  room  un¬ 
der  Mrs.  Journeay,  although  it  made  a  Centre  class  of  forty-four. 

On  April  15  the  pupils  at  the  Port  presented  a  playlet  for  the 
P.  T.  A.,  on  the  stage  in  the  room  over  the  classroom. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Throughout  1937  Merrimac  pupils  have  been  transported  by  the 
Northeastern  Street  Railway  Company.  The  service  has  been  very 
satisfactory.  Parents  should  remember  that  a  bus  is  due  to  leave  a 
given  point  at  a  given  time,  and  children  must  be  there.  A  bus  driver 
is  always  prepared  to  tell  children  or  parents  the  time  schedule  which 
is  necessary  in  order  that  the  bus  may  arrive  at  school  on  time,  with¬ 
out  undue  haste. 

Of  the  446  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Merrimac  schools  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  October,  116,  or  about  26%,  were  transported  regularly 
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by  school  bus, — 28  from  Birchmeadow  district,  49  from  Bear  Hill 
and  Lake  Attitash,  and  37  from  the  Port.  This  116  includes  30  to 
the  high  school,  27  to  the  junior  high,  55  to  the  Centre,  and  4  to  the 
Port. 


ART  AND  MUSIC 

In  art,  under  Miss  Kelly,  there  has  been  a  continuation  of  the 
many-sided  classroom  art  activities,  with  exhibits  on  classroom  walls 
and  in  public  places.  At  the  Junior  High,  first  prizes  for  the  M.  S.  P. 
C.  A.  contest  went  to  Myrtle  Young  and  Marcia  Wilde,  second  to 
Ruth  Franklin  and  Allen  Seymour,  and  honorable  mention  to  Alice 
Crosby  and  Kenneth  MacDonald.  Miss  Kelly’s  report  will  be  found 
later  in  this  report. 

In  music,  under  Mrs.  Currier,  there  has  been  intensive  class¬ 
room  instruction,  and  graduation  and  other  special  occasion  chorus 
work,  with  and  without  the  Merrimac-West  Newbury  orchestra,  also 
under  her  direction.  Public  presentations  included  the  operetta  “Tulip 
Time”  in  Grange  Hall  on  May  14.  The  small  second-hand  upright 
piano  at  the  High  School  which  replaced  in  December  the  old  square, 
will  help  the  high  school  music.  The  old  square  pianos  at  Centre  and 
High  were  condemned  by  the  representative  of  the  Division  of  the 
Blind  as  not  worth  tuning.  Under  Chapter  69,  Section  25,  Acts  of 
1935,  the  Division  of  the  Blind  must  do  all  our  tuning,  if  tuning  is 
done  by  appropriated  public  funds, — just  as  under  Chapter  252,  Sec¬ 
tions  1  and  2  (approved  1934)  school  furniture  and  certain  other 
janitorial  materials  must  be  purchased  from  the  Department  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Correction,  unless  a  release  is  obtained.

GENERAL 

On  April  5  Dr.  Flora  M.  Remillard  conducted  the  clinic  required 
under  Chapter  71,  Section  46. 

The  usual  joint  Memorial  Day  exercises  of  all  the  schools  were 
held  in  Sargent  Hall  on  Friday  afternoon,  May  28.  Invitations  were 
sent  to  representatives  of  local  patriotic  organizations.  Addresses 
were  by  Mr.  James  Schiavoni,  Mr.  Arthur  Gosselin  and  Mr.  Edward 
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Germane,  representing  Stanley  F.  Wood  Post  134,  American  Legion. 

On  Thursday,  June  17,  in  Sargent  Hall,  the  Haverhill  WPA 
Choral  Group  of  fourteen  male  voices,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  H. 
Wilfred  Zink,  presented  to  Merrimac  pupils  for  forty  minutes  a  well- 
chosen  program  for  music  appreciation. 

During  the  summer  Mr.  Patchett,  Mrs.  Manning  and  Miss  Gillen 
continued  their  training  by  taking  the  University  Extension  Course 
given  at  Haverhill  under  Professor  Herman  H.  Brase  on  Principles 
of  Education. 

On  Thursday,  October  7,  during  Fire  Prevention  Week,  Mr. 
Irvine  G.  Burbeck,  Mr.  Alvin  F.  Fleath  and  Mr.  Howard  L.  DeLong 
responded  to  the  invitation  to  the  Merrimac  Fire  Department  to  in¬ 
spect  buildings,  witness  drills  and  make  recommendations.  The  total 
time  of  exit  at  High  School  was  35  seconds,  at  Junior  High  30  sec¬ 
onds,  and  at  Centre  1  minute  24  seconds. 

Throughout  1937  the  Merrimac  Grange  and  P.  T.  A.  have  con¬ 
tinued  their  friendly  and  helpful  interest  in  the  schools.  The  annual 
open  meeting  night  with  the  Grange  was  held  Sept.  22.  The  P.  T.  A. 
has  helped  with  twenty-five  dollars  for  baseball  equipment  for  the 
high  school,  and  also  furnished  swings  at  the  Centre  School. 

FINANCIAL 

The  state  report  of  November  30,  1937,  shows  that  only  three 
small  towns  in  the  state  in  Merrimac’s  class  (Sutton,  Bernardston, 
and  Williamsburg)  raised  less  per  pupil  out  of  local  taxation  for 
schools  than  Merrimac;  the  remaining  106  raised  more.  The  average 
out  of  taxation  for  the  110  was  $70.65  per  pupil;  for  Merrimac 
$42.09. 


MERRIMAC  HIGH  SCHOOL 

During  1937  there  were  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  of  two  of 
the  high  school  positions.  In  June,  Mr.  Frederick  A.  Small  resigned 
his  position  as  English  teacher  to  accept  the  principalship  of  the 
Spalding  School,  Salisbury.  For  the  fall  we  were  fortunate  in  being 
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able  to  fill  the  English  position  by  the  return  of  Mr.  Isaiah  Chase, 
whose  work  was  already  well  known  here,  since  he  had  left  the  same 
position  in  the  middle  of  October,  1936,  to  accept  a  position  in  East 
Bridgewater.  In  the  commercial  department,  Miss  Florence  I.  Brad¬ 
ley  resigned  on  December  3  to  accept  a  commercial  position  in  New- 
buryport  High  School.  The  commercial  work  was  taken  over  for  the 

remainder  of  December  by  a  substitute,  Mrs.  Rosamond  G.  Greeley 
of  Merrimac.  During  December,  Miss  Everdene  Wiley  of  Roxbury 

was  elected  for  the  remainder  of  the  school  year,  to  begin  the  third  of 
January,  1938.  Miss  Wiley  graduated  from  Lawrence  High  School, 
1932,  with  “great  distinction”,  and  from  the  commercial  course  of 
Salem  Teachers  College,  1936,  with  the  degree  of  B.  S.  in  Ed.  After 
nine  weeks  of  practice  teaching  in  the  commercial  department  of 
Cambridge  High  and  Latin  School,  she  was  commercial  teacher  for 
one  year  at  Huntington  (Mass.)  High  School.  From  July  1,  1937,  to 

the  end  of  the  year,  Miss  Wiley  w7as  a  stenographer  and  clerk  at  the 
State  House,  Boston. 

The  graduating  class  of  1937  was  the  largest  since  1933,  but  a 
shadow  hung  over  the  exercises  because  of  the  death  of  Frederick 
Harrison  Bailey.  The  class  motto  was:  Cognoscamur  agendo,  Let  Us 
Be  Known  by  Our  Deeds. 

The  federal  allotment  under  the  National  Youth  Administration 
continued  during  1937,  with  great  reduction  in  the  fall. 

During  the  year  there  were  two  senior  plays  at  Grange  Hall :  On 
January  15,  “The  Dead  of  Night”,  by  class  of  1937,  coached  by  Mr. 
Frederick  A.  Small,  and  on  December  3,  “Chintz  Cottage”  by  the 
class  of  1938,  coached  by  Mr.  Isaiah  Chase. 

In  the  fall  a  plan  was  worked  out,  upon  request,  whereby  a  lim¬ 
ited  number  of  units  can  be  accepted  in  the  case  of  a  former  pupil 
who  has  established  a  sufficient  number  of  units  at  Merrimac  High 
School,  provided  the  added  yutside  units,  together  totaling  the  num¬ 
ber  required  for  graduation,  are  taken  under  an  approved  organiza¬ 
tion  and  cover  the  same  number  of  hours,  and  are  followed  by  tests 
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made  out,  corrected,  and  passed  by  the  staff  of  Merrimac  High 
School.  One  candidate  for  1938  graduation  is  at  present  working 
under  this  plan.  , 

Several  recent  graduates  of  Merrimac  High  School  are  now  at¬ 
tending  higher  institutions.  From  the  class  of  1937,  Myron  Kelly  is 
attending  Wentworth  Institute,  F.  Gilbert  Lafaver  the  Bently  School 
of  Accounting  and  Finance,  and  Muriel  Wallace  the  State  Teachers 
College  at  Bridgewater.  From  the  class  of  1936,  C.  Lester  Sweeney, 
Jr.,  is  attending  Rennselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  and  Mary  E.  Water- 
house  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  From  the  class  of  1935 
Howard  L.  DeLong,  Jr.,  is  attending  the  Bently  School  of  Account¬ 
ing  and  Finance  and  Paul  E.  Morgan  the  Wentworth  Institute. 

The  story  of  the  march  of  general  school  events  at  Merrimac 
High  School  during  1937  is  told  in  the  report  of  Principal  MacKay, 
to  be  found  later  in  this  report.

The  craft 
classes  work  with  plastics,  wood  and  leather. 

Several  times  during  the  year  art  •work  has  been  displayed  at 
the  library.  Occasional  exhibitions  of  school  work  are  helpful  in  that

The  enrollment'  in  the  Junior  High  School  at  the  beginning  of 
the  present  school  year  was  45  in  Grade  Eight  and  46  in  Grade 
Seven,  making  a  total  enrollment  of  91  pupils. 

This  year,  thus  far,  very  encouraging  school  work  has  been  done 
and  definite  progress  has  been  made  in  strengthening  all  departments. 
The  one-session  plan  is  working  very  well.  Parents,  teachers  and 
students  are  benefited  by  the  arrangement. 

On  June  22nd,  18  girls  and  23  boys  received  diplomas  at  the 
Town  Hall  where  an  excellent  program  was  rendered  by  members  of 
the  graduating  class. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  History  Department,  the  Senior  Class 
made  its  annual  trip  to  Boston  where  the  usual  places  of  historical 
interest  were  visited.  . 

The  Juniors  made  their  annual  trip  to  Salisbury  Beach  where  a 
pleasant  afternoon  was  spent! 

We  had  planned  a  Winter  Sports  Carnival  during  February  of 
1937,  but  the  mildness  of  the  weather  prevented  our  carrying  this 
out.  We  hope  that  it  will  be  possible  to  carry  out  this  part  of  our 
program  sometime  this  winter. 
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Other  interesting  features  of  our  extra  curricula  activities  are  the 
Dramatic  Club  under  the  direction  of  Mss  Vera  Dealy,  and  the  Sci¬ 
ence  and  Stamp  Clubs  which  are  supervised  by  the  Principal.

REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


Doctor  J.  C.  Page,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  members  of  the 
School  Board: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Merrimac  High 
School  for  the  year  1936-37. 
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Following  is  a  table  showing  the  number  of  boys  and  of  girls 
pursuing  each  course  of  study:

During  the  past  year,  the  home  room  period  has  been  expanded 
to  include  subjects  and  work  not  covered  in  the  regular  subject  class¬ 
es.  A  vocational  guidance  program  was  instituted  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  home  room  teacher.  Several  weeks  were  spent  on  dis¬ 
cussion  of  various  vocations.  Many  wall  charts  and  excellent  refer¬ 
ence  material  were  available  to  the  students.  During  this  preliminary 
study,  each  student  chose  the  vocation  whch  most  appealed  to  him. 
Each  student  then  made  an  exhaustive  study  of  his  chosen  vocation 
for  the  purpose  of  deciding  more  definitely  whether  it  was  the  best 
one  for  him.  Topics  such  as  the  requirements  of  the  vocation,  the 
salary  which  might  be  expected,  the  training  necessary,  where  train- 
ing  might  be  obtained,  the  possibilities  of  advancement,  and  many 
others  were  considered.  As  a  result,  the  majority  of  high  school 
students  have  a  definite  vocation  in  mind,  and  know  what  must  be 
done  to  train  for  it. 
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I  believe  that  definite  vocational  guidance  should  be  given  earlier 
than  the  high  school  in  the  child’s  school  career.  When  the  student 
reaches  high  school,  he  should  know  for  what  he  wishes  to  train  him¬ 
self.  Specialized  instruction  can  begin  at  high  school.  The  various 
courses  are  designed  to  help  students  choose  the  one  best  adapted  to 
a  particular  field  of  training.  Too  often  students  in  high  school  have 
no  idea  what  they  will  do  after  graduation,  and  as  a  result  change 
from  one  course  to  another.  The  study  of  vocations  made  during  the 
past  year  shuld  go  far  in  remedying  this  situation.  This  study  will  be 
continued  with  each  freshman  class  so  that  all  high  school  students 
will  have  had  some  vocational  guidance. 

In  the  freshman  and  sophomore  home  rooms,  a  varied  selection 
of  subjects  has  been  chosen  for  discussion.  Such  subjects  as  table 
etiquette,  first  aid,  good  manners,  care  of  property,  respect  to  elders, 
highway  safety,  and  many  others  have  been  taken  up  each  morning 
and  the  proper  and  right  conduct  has  been  shown  the  students. 

The  high  school  remains  a  class  A  high  school,  as  designated  by 
the  Department  of  Education  of  Massachusetts,  and  is  an  approved 
school  accredited  by  the  New  England  College  Entrance  Board. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  outstanding  changes  in  the  high  school 
during  the  past  year  is  the  adoption  of  the  one-session  instead  of  the 
longer  two-session  day.  Starting  March  22,  and  until  the  end  of 
June,  the  one-session  plan  was  on  trial.  Evidence  of  the  success  of 
the  one-session  plan  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  it  has  been  retained 
and  apparently  will  be  permanent.  It  is  worthy  of  note  here  that  the 
one-session  plan  gained  much  impetus  through  the  efforts  of  the 
student  council. 

In  baseball  the  high  school  won  a  cup  representing  the  cham¬ 
pionship  of  the  Merrimac  Valley  League  composed  of  the  high  schools 
of  Georgetown,  Groveland,  Merrimac,  Topsfield,  and  West  Newbury. 
The  usual  interclass  games  were  played  in  basketball,  and  the  varsity 
teams  of  both  boys  and  girls  won  the  majority  of  their  games. 

In  an  essay  contest  on  the  title  “National  Defense”  sponsored  by 
the  local  chapter  of  the  American  Legion,  Shirley  Whiting  won  first 
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place,  Catherine  Clark,  second,  and  Constance  Judkins,  third.  The 
county  contest  was  won  by  Constance  Judkins,  and  Shirley  Whiting 
received  honorable  mention. 

The  Merrimac  Parent-Teachers  Association  generously  donated 
$25.00  for  athletic  equipment  for  which  the  high  school  is -grateful. 
A  gift  to  the  Athletic  Association  is  especially  appreciated,  for 
financing  athletics  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  of  high  school  prob¬ 
lems. 

The  many  and  varied  high  school  athletic  games,  dances,  and 
entertainments,  which  mean  so  much  to  students  of  high  school  age, 
were  conducted  as  in  the  past.  Among  these  were  the  Junior  Prom¬ 
enade,  the  graduation  activities,  the  Operetta  “Tulip  Time”,  the 
Freshman  Dance,  the  Sophomore  Thanksgiving  Dance,  the  Senior 
play  “A  Ready  Made  Family”.  On  December  3,  4,  and  5,  twenty-two 
high  school  boys  attended  the  Hi-Y  conference  at  Malden,  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  The  Hi-Y  Club  has  instituted  a  game  night,  conducted  their 
annual  Carnival  in  the  Town  Hall,  and  arranged  for  speakers  for 
high  school  assemblies  and  club  meetings.  A  Stamp  Club,  sponsored 
by  Mr.  Chase,  has  interested  a  number  of  students  as  an  instructive 
and  fascinating  project.  A  play,  “Sauce  for  the  Goose”,  was  presented 
for  the  entertainment  of  the  Parent-Teachers  Association,  and  an¬ 
other  play,  “Solitaire,”  was  given  at  a  meeting  of  the  Merrimac 
Grange.  Lack  of  space  prohibits  enumerating  the  many  special  as¬ 
semblies,  entertainments,  and  other  extra-curricular  activities  car 
ried  on  by  the  high  school. 

There  were  twenty-three  students  in  the  graduating  class  of 
1937.  The  ordinary  festivities  of  graduation  were  saddened  by  the 
death,  shortly  before  graduation,  of  one  of  the  senior  boys.  Fatally 
injured  in  an  automobile  accident,  Frederick  Harrison  Bailey,  in 
name,  graduated  with  the  other  members  of  his  class.  An  outstanding 
athlete,  and  a  manly  boy;  words  fail  in  expressing  our  loss.

This  report  would  be  incomplete  without  mention  of  the  large, 
metal  lockers  supplied  for  the  storing  of  books,  paper,  and  equip¬ 
ment.  Such  supplies  may  now  be  kept  under  lock,  and  free  from 
mutilation  by  mice.  The  two  steam  radiators  in  the  lower  corridor, 
and  the  steam  radiators  installed  in  both  the  Language  Room  and  in 
the  Laboratory  insure  a  more  even  temperature  throughout  the  build¬ 
ing.  The  rewiring  of  the  bell  system  such  as  has  been  done,  makes 
not  only  a  neater  and  a  safer  system,  but  also  a  more  sure  and  a 
more  efficient  one.  The  acquisition  of  an  upright  piano  to  replace  the 
old-fashioned  grand  piano,  leaves  considerably  more  space  much 
needed  in  the  front  of  the  Main  Room.  The  replacing  of  toilet  facili¬ 
ties  in  both  the  boys’  and  the  girls’  basement  rooms,  which  was  so 
sadly  needed,  has  been  accomplished.  A  wash  bowl  and  soap  dis¬ 
penser  in  the  boys’  room  fulfills  a  need  of  long  standing. 

I  wish  to  make  particular  mention  of  the  splendid  cooperation 
and  help  given  by  both  Dr.  Page  and  by  the  School  Board.  With  the 
present  economical  school  budget,  all  possible,  with  the  limited  funds 
available,  has  been  done.  The  excellent  spirit  of  interest  and  support 
which  has  existed,  means  much  in  the  realization  of  continued 
progress.
